in a readineſs ro come over hither, to prote&t them, after the Execution of 
their Bloody Deſign, it was neceſfary for them to fly thither for ſhelter;

them over to France, But they could not get a Veſſel time engugh ; and 
then the King's going over into Flanders quickly after, prevented the

About Two or Three Months ago, Sir. 6g Barcley, who is an 
Officer in the late King Fames's Guards in France ; and ſome other Offi- 
cers, with Sixtcen or Eighteen Troopers in thoſe Guards, privately came 
over from France to put this Deſign in Execution; ahd he did acquaint 
Mr. Porter and Mr. Charneck with the Deſign, knowing that they had

This Deſign was treated and conſulred of be- 
rween 'em, at ſeveral times, and itn feveral places, at Captain Porters, 
and Mr, Charnecks Lodgings in Narfolk-ſtreet ; at the Globe Tavern in 
Hatten-Gard:n, the Nags-head Tavern at St. Famer's, and ſevetal other 
places ; ſeveral Conſultations and Meetings were had between the. Pri- 
{oners at the Bar, and others, whoin you will hear” named at theſe 
Meetings ; ſeveral ways and methods were propoſed, how it ſhould be 
beſt effected ; ir was propoſed by ſome, that it ſhould be done by Am- 
buſcade, that ſhould be laid near the King's Houſe at Richmond, ſuch a 
number on Foot were to lye in the Wood, -there ready to Attack the King 
as he came by, and the reſt of rlic Conſpirators, at the ſame time to 
fall on the Guards ; but this rhethod was not ſo well approved of, as 
that which was aftetwards propoſed and agreed ro : Thar is, there were 
to be Three Parties of them, and che Place was the Lane, lying between 
_ Branford and Twrnam-Green, at the end next ro Turnam Green, which 
"the King uſed to. paſs through, upoti his return from Richmond; the 
- Order and Method of the Delign was this, Sir George Barcley, with Eight 
or Ten more was to attack rhe Coach, and by Firing intd it, to have

' in two Parties, on each ſide of the Lane; whereof Mr. Charneet and 
Perter were to Command one, and Brigadeer Rookwood rhe other ; in

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order to ſee how ſeizible this Deſign might be; "the Priſoner ing ; 
Captain Porter and nightly, were to go and Survey the place ; and the 
next Day after that Conſultation, they went ro view the Ground, and 
did very carefully do it, both on this fide the Water, and on theother fide 
the Water; and they came back and met the reſt of the Company, at 
the Nazs-head Tavern late at Night, to give an Account what they had 
done, in order to this Enterpriſe. It was agreed the Number ſhould be 
abour Forty ; Sir George Barcley was to make uþ about Twenty, Mr. 
Charnock was to furniſh Eight, Captain Porter Seven, and ſo in other Pro- 
portions, in all to make up the Number of Forty ; which they thought 
were enough to efteRt and accompliſh the Deſign. 


In order to make this matter the more ſure, They did appoint Two 
to Lodge and wait at 'WMr/1n710n, near the Guards ; who were to give 
notice, when the King went abroad : And they had their ſeveral Perſons 
aſſizned to whom they ſhould give notice, who thereupon were to ſend 
orders to the {everal Parties ; one of which was .Chambers, who was to 
give notice to the Priſoner at the Bar Mr. Charnoth, and there was -one 
Durance, who was to give notice to Sir George Barcley; and when ſuch 
notice was given, then rhey were to ſend Orders to the ſeveral perſons, 
who were to be concerned in this Bloody Buſineſs, ro come art the rime 
appointed, to be diſpoſed of into rheir ſeveral Pots. 


Gentlemen, in order to the furthering of - this deſign, they did likewiſe 
ſend Dnrance to go and view, and give them an Account of the moſt con- 
venient Inns at Branford, and Turnam-Green, and the places adjacent ; 
which were leaſt lyable ro obſervation, Where the Men might be the moſt 
conveniently difpoled of, to 2, ready againſt the time, when they were 
to Execute this Barbarous Afſatlmarion; accortlingly he went, and took 
an Account of the ſeveral Inns within that compaſs, and they were t> 
be Billeted by Two or Three in an Inn, ſo as not to be obſeryed ; Sir 


George Barcley and his party at Tarnam»Green, and the reſt at Branford. - 


Gentlemen, after they had thus laid the Defign, Saturday the 1 qth of 
Feruary was the firlt rime pitched upon, for the putting ir in Execution, 
if the King went. abroad as he uſed ro do, upon Saturdays, ro Richmond 
ro Hunt; and if they had notice from Durante, and Chambers that he 
was (o to do, which notice they had, and every thing was prepared in 
order to have perpetrated this Vilcainous Deſign; but it happen'd that 
the King went not abroad thar Day, of which they had notice abour 
Noon, . from Chambers to Charneck, and Charnock fent_word fo to Portef'g

While they were there ſeveral perſons, for whom Captain Porter had 
undertaken, that is, one Cranborne, Kenrick, and Keys, the Priſoner at the
